in a position to say that pigs fed pea­ 
nut! or other oily feeds may be laird 
ened so that the carcasses will grade 
hard. 
Hardened for Market. 
In the report of the agricultural ex­ 
periment station, the live stock work­ 
ers show that in three separate trials 
during-the last two years pigs weigh­ 
ing 125 pounds and Git pounds each, 
fed 255 pounds and 206 pounds of pea­ 
nuts for 56 days, have been killed out 
hard at a marketable weight. 
These pig5*, comprising a total of to 
in the tests, made average gains of 75 
and 72 pounds each on peanuts. 
The 
peanuts were then followed by the j 
proper amount of 
hardening feeds. 
The pigs- then killed hard. 
The work­ 
ers slate that for each pound of pea­ 
nut oil consumed In the peanuts fed, 
it Is necessary to give two and a quar­ 
ter pounds of hardening feed to m ike 
the hog kill out hard* 
It was a l s o found that when harden­ 
ing feeds are given following the soft­ 
ening feeds, harder bodies were pro­ 
duced than when the hardening feeds 
were fed In equal amounts, and at 
the same time that lite peanuts were 
given.

the hog reaches ISO to 156 pounds in j 
weight. 
Growth has then decreased j 
and the more rapid depositing of fat 
begun.

Animals Fed Peanu ts or 
Other Oily Material Do 
Not Tend to Softness. 


Aftor five y ou rs of work , Ihe animal 
indu stry department at 
North Caro­ 
lina State college feels that It is now 
in a position to say that pigs fed pea­ 
nu ts or other oily feeds may be hard­ 
ened so that the carcasses will grade 
hard. 
Hardened for Mark et. 
In the report of the agricu ltu ral ex ­ 
periment station, the live stock work ­ 
ers show that in three separate trials 
du ring-the last two y ears pigs weigh­ 
ing 125 pou nds and 6 3 pou nds each, 
fed 25 5 pou nds and 200 pou nds of pea­ 
nu ts for 5 0 day s, have been k illed ou t 
hard at a mark etable weight. 
These pigs, comprising a total of 16 
in the tests, made average gains of 7 5 
and 7 2 pou nds each on peanu ts. 
The 
peanu ts were then followed by the 
proper 
amou nt of 
hardening 
feeds. 
The pigs then k illed hard. 
The work ­ 
ers state that for each pou nd of pea­ 
nu t oil consu med In the peanu ts fed, 
it is necessary to give two and a qu ar­ 
ter pou nds of hardening feed to mak e 
the hog k ill ou t hard. 
It was also fou nd that when harden­ 
ing feeds are given following the soft­ 
ening feeds, harder bodies were pro­ 
du ced than when the hardening feeds 
were fed in equ al amou nts, and at 
the same time that the peanu ts were 
given. 
This is ex plained partially by 
the more rapid lay ing on of fat after 
the hog reaches 130 to 15 0 pou nds in 
weight. 
Crowth has then decreased 
and the more rapid depositing of fat 
begu n. 
influ ence of Size. 
The work ers fou nd also that the 
size of the hog when k illed influ enced 
the hardness of the hodv. 
A tendency 
to softness occu rred in 
those hogs 
k illed at 15 0 pou nds or below, even 
when fed u nder the most favorable 
conditions and with the best feeds. 
Tn the tests made, brewer’s rice, 
which is rich in starch, was u sed as 
the hardening feed. 
According to the animal indu stry 
work ers, it is felt that 
the fu nda­ 
mentals In soft pork research hu \e 
now been solved.
